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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-15, 17-21 are allowed over the prior of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record is U.S. Pub No. 2003/0101143 to Montgomery et al 
and U.S. Pat No. 5,745,590 to Pollard. 

Montgomery et al disclose a method of detecting postage fraud by utilizing 
features on a postage indicia. 

Pollard discloses a method of detecting errors in mail pieces by scanning multiple 
bar codes on the mailpiece and diverting mail pieces. 

As per Claims 1,11 and 14, the closest prior art of record taken either 
individually or in combination with other prior art of record fails to teach or suggest 
determining a sequence of expected events that a first and a second mail pieces must 
go through and detecting an anomaly if the second mail piece passes the expected 
sequences of events before the first mail piece has indicated of accomplishing the 
expected sequences of events. Claims 2-10 and 17-21 depend upon claim 1 and have 
all the limitations of claim 1 and are allowable for the same reason. Claims 12-13 
depend upon claim 11 and have all the limitations of claim 11 and are allowable for the 
same reason. Claim 15 depend upon claim 14 and have all the limitations of claim 14 
and are allowable for the same reason.
